By the 
same token, if you are de- 
clared governor it is my pur- 
pose to cooperate with you."

BOISE, Jan. 20 <aR)— The 29th Idaho Icgialature entered its third week today with so- 
called "moral" legialation topping the agenda. Introduced in the house ivas a bill legalizinff 
slot machines and allowing cities and counties to license them at the rate of $500 a. ma- 
chine. 

AIho introduced was the "Idaho racing act," almost identical with the one passed by 
the legislature in 1945 and vetoed by then Gov. Charles C. Gossett. 

T^vo other slot machine bills are scheduled for introduction, probably tomorrow. Thgy vary 
in their provisions for licensing, and taxing slot machines. One, sponsored by Rep. Jesse 
Vettcr, D., Kootenai, would tax the dovicca at the rate of 25 per cent of their gross take. 
The other, prepared by the Disabled American Veterans, would license slot machines at the 
rate of ?250 a machine. Club operators also would pay ?100 a machine per year to a recog- 
nized charity.

"Let mc review briefly the considerations which 
have led us to take this important step.

It will continue to succeed only if 
it can produce more and more at lower and lower 
cost so that more and more people can buy. Large 
marfcets begin to disappear when prices rise.
